To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  and  assistance,  together  with  many 
super  added  duties  occasioned  by  the  circumstances  of  war  and 
activity  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence,  I  now  herewith  be¬ 
latedly  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1942  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough,  the  report 
being  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Notwithstanding  a  lessened  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  though 
it  still  remains  too  high,  it  is  pleasing  otherwise  to  report  that 
despite  the  continuance  of  war,  and  enemy  activities  locally  (with 
casualties  suffered)  together  with  rationing  etc.,  the  general 
health  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  has  not  been  affected, 
as  evidenced  by  the  absence  of  epidemics,  an  increased  birth¬ 
rate  and  a  diminished  death  rate,  together  with  the  best  year 
ever  recorded  for  the  Borough  for  mortality  from  tuberculosis 
(all  forms)  as  well  as  the  new  cases  notihed. 

I  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Committee  for  their  support 
and  consideration,  and  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  loyalty  and  assistance.

Social  Conditions. — Situated  between  the  City  and  County 
of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  on  the  west,  and  the  County  Borough  of 
Tynemouth  to  the  east,  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  has 
an  area  of  3,543.933  acres,  and  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the 
North  Bank  of  the  River  Tyne. 

The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding,  and  repairing  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  the  employees,  besides  which  also 
pit-head  baths  are  established  by  the  local  Colliery  Welfare 
Scheme. 

Whereas  formerly  with  the  exception  of  female  labour, 
mostly  unmarried,  employed  by  a  local  large  firm  of  rope  makers 
it  was  not  the  general  local  custom  to  industrially  employ  female 
labour,  but  since  the  advent  of  war  there  has  been  a  very  large 
and  progressive  increase  of  industrial  and  other  female  employ¬ 
ment  occasioned  by  the  Government’s  Essential  Works  Order.

Population. — The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931 
census  was  44,587.

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BIRTHS. 

Births. — 'During  1942  there  were  855  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  19.7  per  1,000  population  compared  with  847  births  and 
a  rate  of  19.2  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  426  were 
males  and  429  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  ”  and  Out¬ 
ward  ”  transfer  births. 

There  were  33  illegitimate  births  (19  male  and  14  female),  or 
3.86  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  annual  birth  rates  for  the  Borough  since  1913  are  shown 
in  Table  I  of  the  appendix.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  at  Newburn-on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  The  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide  motor 
ambulances  for  removal  of  infectious  cases  to  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  serving  their  combined  areas. 

(2)  Ambulance  facilities  for  the  transport  of  accident  and 
other  cases  to  and  from  hospital  etc.  are  provided  by  the  two 
Corporation  Ambulances,  incorporated  with  the  Civil  Defence 
Ambulance  service  and  personnel  ;  besides  which  several  in¬ 
dustries  in  the  area  maintain  their  own  ambulance  service,  and 
also  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  provide  an  ambulance 
at  Willington  Quay  to  serve  the  eastern  part  of  the  Borough. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1)  General. 

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the 
Borough,  the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Associations  respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of 
visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  advise  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local 
Authority's  Health  Visitors,  and  a  card  detailing  the  conditions 
and  home  circumstances  is  completed  in  each  case,  further  a 
liaison  is  maintained  regarding  cases  between  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  staff. 

(4)  Midwives.

Infantile  Mortality. — •There  were  66  deaths  among  infants 
under  one  year  showing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  77.1  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  90.9  in  1941. 

Of  the  66  deaths,  35  occurred  among  males  and  31  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  82.1  and  72.2  per  1,000 
male  and  female  births  respectively. 

There  were  6  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  34,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  39.7  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  34  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  28  died  in  the  first  week.

Although  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  of  77.1  per 
1,000  births  shews  decided  improvement  to  that  of  90.9  for  the 
previous  year,  the  fact  that  it  remains  much  in  excess  of  that,  not 
only  for  the  country  generally  but  also  for  the  148  smaller  towns 
with  population  of  25  to  50,000  is  still  a  matter  of  concern.

Notwithstanding  a  birth  rate  much  in  excess  of  that  for  the 
smaller  towns  from  25  to  50,000  inhabitants  and  the  country 
generally,  that  51.5%  of  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  attributable  to  prematurity  and  debility  denotes  inimical 
ante-natal  conditions  rather  than  post-natal,  demanding  increased 
provision  for  and  nurture  of  expectant  mothers,  especially  since 
51.5%  of  infants  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life,  and 
42.4%  actually  in  the  first  week,  which  indicates  many  women 
impoverished  in  health  to  such  extent  as  unfitted  to  beget  virile 
offspring,  steps  to  combat  which,  and  the  superimposed  rationing 
and  increased  anxieties  attendant  with  conditions  of  war,  to¬ 
gether  with  increasing  employment  of  married  female  labour,  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  free  supplemental  priority  food  stuffs  and 
vitamins  now  available  for  expectant  mothers  are  steps  in  the 
right  direction.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

( 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  who  are  the  supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  provide  a  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  service  for  the  area,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  midwives  under 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  regulations  to  seek  medical  assistance 
at  the  cost  of  the  Supervising  Authority  for  abnormalties  or 
difficulties  during  confinement,  and  for  mothers  and  infants 
during  the  puerperium. 

Besides  the  above,  the  Local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  affords  medical  practitioners  specialist  consultation 
and  assistance  for  any  ante,  intra  or  post  natal  abnormal  condition 
of  mother  or  infant  up  to  the  end  of  the  puerperium,  in  addition 
to  which,  on  application,  a  free  maternity  outfit  is  afforded  to 
expectant  mothers  in  the  Borough,  for  whom  also  a  free  ante  and 
post  natal  medical  supervision  is  provided  by  a  panel  of  local 
general  medical  practitioners,  who  are  paid  a  capitation  fee  in 
respect  of  each  case,  and  choice  of  doctor  is  exercised,  by  the 
expectant  mother  herself. 

In  addition  to  maternity  hospital  provision  of  16. beds  at  the 
Wallsend  Hospital,  the  County  Council  with  a  maternity  hospital 
at  Dilston  Hall  and  the  County  Nursing  Association's  maternity 
hospital  at  Stagshaw,  all  admit  maternity  cases  from  Wallsend, 
and  the  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  these 
respective  hospitals  in  respect  of  all  necessitous  cases  admitted 
from  the  Borough  ;  whilst  further  the  Princess  Mary  Hospital, 
Newcastle,  also  admit  maternity  cases  from  Wallsend,  in  respect 
of  which  cases  being  necessitous  the  sum  of  £S0  per  annum  is  also 
paid  by  the  Local  Authority.

Edlin,  and  afford  valuable  assistance  in  the  protection  and  welfare 
of  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children.

PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous 
aeration  filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there 
is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The 
bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  mission  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


CIVIL  DEFENCE  STATIC  WATER  TANKS. 


Static  water  tanks  have  been  sprayed  with  a  special  disin¬ 
fectant  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  growth  of  mosquito  larvae. 
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SCHOOLS 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
as  well,  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 


DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OE  MILK. 

(a)  Tubercle  Bacilli  Test. 

2  samples  of  milk  taken  on  the  3rd  December,  1941,  were 
examined  as  to  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  gave  a  “  Posi¬ 
tive  ’’  result.  The  milk  was  produced  outside  the  Borough.  In 
one  instance  the  affected  herd  was  examined  and  samples  of  milk 
involving  39  cows  were  subject  to  the  biological  test  and  certified 
non-tuberculous. 

We  were  unable  to  trace  the  source  of  supply  of  the  remaining 
sample. 

In  addition,  6  samples  were  taken  during  1942,  and  in  one 
instance  a  “  Positive  "  result  was  obtained.  The  milk  was  pro¬ 
duced  outside  the  Borough,  and  we  were  unable  to  trace  the 
source  of  supply  of  the  ''  Positive  ”  sample. 

(b)  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

5  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  examined  and  none  of  the 
samples  passed  the  prescribed  test.  In  addition,  3  samples  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  examined  and  passed  the  prescribed 
test.  Copies  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports  are  forwarded  to  the 
local  retailers  and  also  to  the  Health  Officials  of  the  area  where 
the  milk  is  produced. 

(c)  Plate  Count  Test. 

8  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  examined  and  4  satisfied 
the  prescribed  test. 

Copies  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports  are  forwarded  to  the 
local  retailers  and  also  to  the  Health  Officials  of  the  area  where 
the  milk  is  pasteurised.

Swine  Fever  Order  1938,  Article  4,  Rule  1. 

On  the  18th  August,  1942,  a  local  pig  keeper  was  hned  the 
sum  of  ;£5  0  0  at  the  Wallsend  Police  Court  for  moving  a  Pig  on 
to  an  infected  place  without  the  movement  being  authorised  by  a 
licence  granted  by  an  Inspector  or  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

The  scheme  of  free  immunisation  of  infants  and  school 
children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years  which  was  so  apathetically 
responded  to  in  the  previous  year  so  that  only  15%  of  the  infant 
children  and  57%  of  the  school  children  were  protected,  was 
continued  throughout  the  year,  when  a  further  1,008  infant 
children  and  1,853  school-children  were  immunised,  shewing  at 
the  end  of  the  year  43.7%  of  the  infant  children  and  83.6%  of  the 
school-children  were  protected  against  diphtheria.

Scabies  continued  prevalent  throughout  the  year  and  the 
improvised  treatment  centre  at  the  Public  Baths  was  transferred 
to  the  Civil  Defence  First  Aid  Post  Cleansing  Station  at  the 
Richardson  Dees  School,  where  curative  treatment  was  afforded 
under  supervision  to  adults  as  well  as  school  children  by  the  male 
and  female  personnel  respectively.
